JOINT  STATEMENT  ON  SAFETY  OF  APPLES  AVAILABLE  ON  ELECTRONIC  SYSTEMS 

A joint  statement  about  safety  of  apples  and  the  chemical  Alar  by  officials  representing  three  federal  agen- 
cies released  March  16  was  immediately  dispatched  via  USDA’s  computerized  information  systems. 

The  statement  was  initially  released  via  USDA’s  electronic  dissemination  of  information  (EDI)  service,  and 
immediately  picked  up  by  USDA  ONLINE  service  on  the  Dialcom  system.  The  statement  was  first  available  in 
the  “news”  section  of  USDA  ONLINE  (which  is  purged  weekly),  but  will  remain  available  in  the  “food”  section 
for  several  months. 

This  is  a reminder  to  all,  once  again,  that  USDA’s  Office  of  Information  and  USDA  agencies  are  using  the 
EDI  service  and  USDA  ONLINE  to  get  new  releases  and  other  important  information  out  as  quickly,  and  effi- 
ciently, as  possible  using  computer  systems. 

In  addition  to  the  joint  statement  being  available  through  the  two  services  the  Office  of  Information’s  News 
Division  sent  the  statement  via  Dialcom  e-mail  to  USDA  agency  information  offices.  USDA’s  Extension  Service, 
in  turn,  resent  the  statement  via  Dialcom  e-mail  to  all  land  grant  university  Extension  information  offices. 

The  statement — by  USDA  Assistant  Secretary  John  Bode,  EPA  acting  Deputy  Administrator  John  Moore, 
and  FDA  Commissioner  Frank  Young — said  the  federal  government  believes  that  “it  is  safe  for  Americans  to 
eat  apples,  and  the  responsible  federal  agencies  are  working  together  to  reassure  the  public  of  this  fact.” 
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USDA  CONTINUES  TO  EXPAND  THE  LOADING  OF  REPORTS  INTO  ITS  ONLINE  SERVICES 


USDA  continues  to  load  more  reports  into  its  two  electronic  services— EDI  (electronic  dissemination  of 
information)  Service  and  USDA  Online.  Eleven  USDA  agencies  are  loading  about  500  categories  of  reports  into 
EDI  and  about  185  into  USDA  Online. 

The  most  recent  agency  to  load  is  the  Cooperative  State  Research  Service  (GSRS).  Initially,  CSRS  will 
load  information  about  aquaculture,  small-scale  farming,  low-input/sustainable  agriculture  and  critical  agricul- 
tural materials. 

A few  of  the  fact  sheets  on  small-scale  farming,  for  example,  offer  specific  details  to  help  people  develop  a 
mushroom,  goat,  or  sheep  farm  and  market  the  product. 

Also  available  from  CSRS  will  be  a monthly  newsletter,  speeches,  a directory  of  CSRS  specialists,  and 
conference  and  meeting  dates  and  places. 

USDA’s  Office  of  Transportation  (OT)  has  significantly  increased  the  number  of  reports  it’s  loading  into 
EDI.  OT  will  give  announcements  of  press  releases  and  upcoming  events  and  reports  of  weekly  OT  activities. 
Other  categories  include  domestic,  international,  and  rural  transportation  and  transport  technology  dealing  with 
packaging  and  handling  information. 

USDA’s  Office  of  Information  is  loading  two  new  reports.  “USDA  Radio  Newsline’’  lists  radio  stories  and 
actualities  produced  by  the  Radio  & TV  Division.  “Newsline,”  loaded  each  morning  by  8:30,  gives  the  source 
of  each  story  and  can  be  useful  to  people  wanting  the  latest  USDA  views  on  various  subjects. 

The  “Farm  Broadcasters  Letter”  loaded  on  Thursdays,  contains  story  ideas  and  background  information 
on  agriculture.  The  letter  describes  USDA’s  radio  and  television  services— such  as  TV  satellite  transmission 
times  and  the  information  being  broadcast.

U.S.  FOREST  SERVICE  OFFERS  LIBRARY  ON  NATURAL  RESOURCES  AND  ENVIRONMENT 

USDA’s  Forest  Service  (FS)  has  available  to  the  public  a complete  reference  library  on  natural  resources 
and  environmental  concerns. 

Located  in  the  University  of  Georgia  Science  library  in  Athens,  Ga.,  “INFOSouth”  is  an  information  service 
which  specializes  in  providing  material  to  industry  and  business,  consultants,  all  levels  of  government  agencies, 
schools,  other  libraries,  and  any  other  groups  of  individuals  requiring  data  on  the  environment  and  natural 
resources. 

FS  in  the  southeastern  states  is  the  most  frequent  user,  but  many  of  the  south’s  major  forest  industries 
and  forestry  consultants  are  current  subscribers  who  retrieve  vital  information  from  INFOSouth. 

Information  is  available  in  four  forms. 

“Monthly  Alert”  is  a newsletter  which  cites  recent  publications  about  natural  resources  and  related 
subjects.  The  information  in  the  newsletter  is  listed  in  bibliography  format. 

“Literature  Searches”  also  list  references  in  custom-prepared  bibliography  form  on  any  subject  relevant  to 
the  needs  of  clients.  Those  interested  in  a literature  search  can  call  INFOSouth,  name  the  topic,  and  receive  a 
complete  listing  of  publications  which  mention  that  specific  subject. 

“Document  Delivery”  provides  clients  with  a means  to  request  copies  of  publications  they  have  indentified. 

“Reference  and  Referral”  services  provide  facts,  statistics,  names  and  addresses  of  publications,  and  an 
assortment  of  “handy  and  ready”  information  usually  found  in  libraries. 

Originally  called  “Southfornet”  when  the  service  began  in  1980,  INFOSouth  is  part  of  a nationwide 
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network  of  FS  libraries  and  information  centers  which  share  resources  to  provide  clients  with  the  widest 
possible  network  of  materials. 

The  network  maintains  a computerized  database  of  forestry  and  natural  resources  publications.  This  data- 
base will  soon  be  available  through  a dial  access  system  for  subscribers.

George  Holcomb,  a public  affairs  specialist  In  the  Special  Programs  Division  of  USDA’s  Office  of  Informa- 
tion, is  spending  three  weeks  in  Central  America.  He’s  heading  a small  team  of  communications  counselors, 
teaching  teachers  of  literacy  who  are  members  of  the  Miskito,  Rama,  and  Sumo  Indian  tribes. 

Thousands  of  tribal  members  are  in  the  vast  eastern  area  of  Honduras  known  as  the  Mosquitia.  (He  hasn’t 
found  out  if  It’s  named  after  mosquitos  or  the  Miskitos  but  suspects  the  former.) 

Holcomb  will  fly  to  Tegucigalpa,  capital  of  Honduras,  on  a regular  airline,  then  switch  to  helicopter  for  a 
two-stage  trip  to  the  Atlantic  coastal  side  of  the  country. 

From  his  tent  In  a pine  forest,  he’ll  be  teaching  In  Spanish,  but  some  of  his  material  will  be  in  the  Miskito 
language. 

Holcomb’s  linguistics  and  counseling  experience  cinched  the  job,  paid  under  an  AID  (Agency  for  Interna- 
tional Development)  contract,  but  the  lead  came  from  his  having  helped  the  Indians  with  agricultural  informa- 
tion needs  in  recent  months. 

“It’s  sort  of  like  a private  peace  corps  project,’’  Holcomb  said.  “But  what  they  need  most  are  seeds,  tools, 
livestock,  and  a place  to  farm.’’  He  hopes  to  take  a number  of  photos  during  his  trip  for  a slide  presentation 
afterwards.
